W a shing ton City , Feb. 18 ,—Tbo Repub­ 
lican senatorial caucus was in session for 
two hours Wednesday for the purpose of <te 
termining upon the line of policy to bo pur­ 
sued concerning the refusal of the attorney 
g eneral to comply with the demand of the 
senate, and also the course to l» o pursued in 
the event that the president declines to fur­ 
nish information in reg ard to suspended of- 
ticials. 
Thev agreed to report resolutions setting 
forth th a t the action of the attorney general 
was a v iolation of all precedents and usages 
b y tho gov ernm ent, and it was the righ t of 
the senate to hav e this inform ation. 
.Sec­ 
ondly, that, in case tho president refused to 
comply with tho request of the senate for 
all inform ation called for concerning sus­ 
pended officers, tho senate would re ga rd such 
refusal as unw arranted, and th a t they in re­ 
turn would refuso to confirm the successors 
of such suspended persons. 
They also adopted a resolution condem n­ 
ing the action of tho gov ernm ent in rem ov 
ing Union soldiers and tho 
a ppointm e nt 
of 
civ ilians in th eir places. 
The caucus seems to hav e been harm oni­ 
ous and to hav e added some strength to 
S enator Edm unds, b ut ho has not yet got 
his colleagues into th a t w arlike fram e of 
m ind in which he w ants them. 
The indica­ 
tions, howev er, aro th a t there will bo .sub­ 
stantial unanim ity

New Y ork , Feb. 18.— One of the land* 
marks of Berkshire county, Massachusetts, 
was Mr. Henry Y. Leav itt’s big barn at 
Great Barrington. 
It extended liv e stories 
abov e the ground and two below. 
Under 
one roof were stable, carriage-house, saw­ 
mill, planning-mill, and storehouse for farm 
produce. 
The barn cost $130,000, and was 
insured for $135,000. 
On the evening of July 7, 1885, it was de­ 
stroyed by lira 
Mr. Leavitt employod De­ 
tective Price of this city. 
Price suspected 
Michael O’Connell, who left two weeks be­ 
fore the iiro occurred because his wages 
were not increased. 
O’Connell got work as 
a laborer on a new barn which was being 
built at Great Barrington for Mrs. Hopkins, 
the widow of the famous California million­ 
aire. 
The lady’s house cost between $3,000,- 
000, and $3,000,000, and the barn $500,000. 
Dr. Crane, Mrs. Hopkin’s superintendent, 
reproved O’Connell for some neglect of 
duty, aud, upon receiving an insolent reply, 
struck the laborer with his cane. 
O’Connell tried to shoot Dr. Crane and a 
w arrant was issued for his arrest. 
The offi­ 
cers found O’Connell barricaded' in his 
house. 
He fired out of the windows and 
wounded one of them and escaped by a rear 
door. 
Several times he stealthily returned 
to visit his family. 
Last December Mr. 
Leavitt located O’Connell in 
Brooklyn, 
whore his wife and children had joined him. 
Detective Price found that O’Connell was 
working as a laborer in .South Brooklyn, aud 
made his acquaintance. 
Early in January Mrs. Hopkin’s barn 
was burned. 
The crime was as great a-sen­ 
sation as Mr. Leavitt’s blaze. 
Price then 
employed a young man to ingratiate him­ 
self into O'Connell’s confidence and be with 
him night an l day. 
A few days ago the young man brought 
O’Connell into a liquor store in » Seventh 
avenue where Price 
was. 
Price 
talked 
about dogs aud said that he knew where 
some fine pups might bo got cheap if any­ 
body had nerve enough to burn a barn. 
O’Connell hinted that ho would undertake 
the job for a consideration. 
“But you have had no experience,” ob­ 
jected Price. 
“Oh, yes I have,” said O’Connell. A short 
time later O’Connell was brought to a room 
which Price had hired. 
A door leading 
into another room had been removed, dra{>- 
ery put in its place, and a wardrobe stood 
in front of the drapery. 
Ip the little room 
Mr. Leavitt and a short-hand w riter were 
posted while Price conversed with O'Con­ 
nell. 
Gradually the laborer betrayed his 
secret and did not stop until he confessed to 
both the great Barrington fires. 
On Monday an officer from Great Barring­ 
ton arrived with a w arrant for O’Connell’s 
arrest on a charge of shooting the officer on 
Aug. 1. 
It was agreed that Price and 
O’Connell should burn a barn back of Fort 
Lee Tuesday n ight 
They examined the 
place on Monday and had all their plans 
laid. 
O'Connell came to Price's room Tues­ 
day night at dusk. 
The stenographer and 
Mr. Leavitt were behind the curtain. ‘ Now 
we had better go.” said Price a t 51 o’clock. 
They went out and Price told O'Connell to 
go to Seventh avenue aud Thirty-seventh 
street, while he aud tho other young man 
went for tho horse and buggy. 
At the 
place indicated Detective Dunlop was wait­ 
ing and arrested O’Connell. 
Under each 
arm the prisoner had a load of straw, 
oakum, and fuse to lire the Fort Leo barn. 
The value of the property in Groat Barring­ 
ton destroyed by O’Connoll was 
about 
$600,000.

London, Feb. 18.—News from Greece and 
Dervia is of a very warlike character. 
The 
army reserve has been ordered to the colors 
and the navy increased, while the people 
are wrought up to the highest state of ex­ 
citement and anger at the report that Eng­ 
land will disable tho Greek fleet unless 
Greece keeps the peaee. 
There is also a re­ 
port that Greece and Servia are acting 
together, tho latter having ordered 
its 
entiro arm y 011 a six weeks’ drill and con­ 
tracted for great quantities of war muni­ 
tions. 
Tho members of the Greek legation adm it 
that Mr. Gladstone’s refusal to interfere on 
behalf of Greece w ith Turkey was a severe 
disappointment, but they claim that it will 
not deter Greece from assuming the re­ 
sponsibility of beginning hostilities. 
“Eu­ 
rope is loth to meddle with the eastern 
question as long as oven nominal peace ex­ 
ists,” said one of these gentlemen, “but it is 
a purely selfish dread. 
Nothing in history 
is more pusillanimous than Europe’s treat­ 
ment of our nation. 
The provisions of the 
treaty of Berlin, by which Turkey wus or­ 
dered 
to 
turn 
Thessaly 
and 
Epirus 
over to us, havo simply been deliberately 
ignored. 
Having guaranteed to return our 
property to us, they now make us fight for 
it or go without. 
Very well, we liro Pro* 
pared. 
And after we have struck the first 
blow, and war has aetualy begun, Europe 
can not avoid interference. 
She will have 
to support us or olso stultify herself in the 
eyes of tho world and in history by refus­ 
ing to let us take what she gave us at tho 
Berlin congress. 
She spirit of Bozzuris is 
not dead in Greoce. 
Is the spirit of Byron 
dead in Euro{wU 
We do not believe tho 
world will now for the first time frown upon 
011 an attem pt to restore Greece’s nationality, 
i'lie very i lea has 
aroused enthusiasm 
among all generous people. 
“There are only » 3,000,000 of us in Greece as 
it appears on tho map, but there are 6,000,- 
00 ) of our countrymen in the provinces hel I 
by Turkey, and they will spring to arms as 
soon as we offer them the opportunity. 
We 
are better sailors and as goo» l fighters a? Ur* 
Turks, and we are not .ifraid to match our­ 
selves against thorn. 
All that discourages 
us is tho fear that after we have gained our 
rights, tho same selfish indifference and 
cruel injustice oa the part of the powers 
which lias before defeated us will again 
thw art our righteous desire. 
No such fear 
of contingencies, however, shall prevent our 
doing our manifest duty as tho descendants 
of the men of ancient Greece.”

It will add $2,000,000 an ­ 
nually to the state revenues.

Grant that we may 
behold this thick-coining death without pal­ 
lor or alarm. 
May we behold but the march 
of life and nil the results that our fathers 
have seen. 
May wo not cling 
to life with 
over-tenacious desire. Sanctify to this great 
nation nil Thy providences. 
May those that 
live, taking regard to those that have <Le- 
parted, avoid their errors and copy their 
virtues, and raise Thou up, generation after 
generation, men that better and better shall 
servo justice and purity.” 
Mr. Beecher’s sermon was from the tex t 
Romans viii, 28. 
“ All things 
work to 
gether for good to them that love God.” 
He said: 
We must interpret this passage in 
the atmosphere of the chapter in which it 
stands. 
It will not do to give it a wide and 
secular interpretation. 
All things do not 
work for good, unless you have the right 
standard of goodness with which to coin 
pare these result« . 
And in order to come, 
therefore, to the right view, we must go 
back in this chapter, which is. in some re­ 
spects, the profoundest of all that ever were 
written by human hand or were the pro* 
duct of human thought. 
The 7th chapter of Romans is relative tc 
the J ewish faith. 
It was a chapter of do 
liverance as it were from the domination o! 
the law, and a persuasive to abandon the 
Mosaic law and to come under the higher 
one; namely, the spiritual 
law that 
is 
in J esus Christ. 
And so he had shown 
that the 
mere 
legalized 
man, 
or one 
that sought righteousness by a faithful ful- 
filmentof the works of the law, n ever at­ 
tained to rest or to peace, and the more rig­ 
orous their obedience, the more sensitive 
their conscience became, and there was no 
such thing ns real rest and deep heartedness. 
And'then He bursts out of that chapter, 
and 
enters 
triumphantly into 
the 8th, 
touching upon the condition of humanity 
under the influence of Christ and the Christ- 
life. 
And it is upon that wo go 
back to 
the 16th and 17th verses. 
“ The Spirit it­ 
self,” he says, “ benreth witness with our 
spirit, that we are the children of God. And 
if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint heirs with Christ; if so l*o that w e suf­ 
fer with Him, that we may lie alto glorified 
together.”
